Convict Henry Youtsey, serving a life term 
for complicity in the killing of Goebel, was on 
the stand yesterday in the Howard trial, and 
saio- 

'1 first law Jim Howard on January 30, 1900, 
a few minutes before 1 1 o'clock. Hu rapped 
on the door of mv office and presented a letter, 
which I had addresssd to him several days be- 
fore at the instance of Governor Taylor. I 
•hook hands with him and asked him if he 
wanted to see Taylor. He answered that he 
didn't want to see anyone. I took him to the 
private doorway of the Secretary of State's 
office. Leaving him in the hallway, I went 
into the Secretary of State's geaeral room, 
and from there into the private office. 

'There I closed the door, pulled iWn the 
window blinds, raised the corner window, and 
then let Howard into the room through t ie 
private doorway. I showed him a Marlin rifle 
and a Winchester, and explained to him that 1 
knew the Marlin, and that it would shoot a 
•teel ball through 16 inches of wood. How- 
ard sat down and examined the rifles. While 
be was doing this I tiied the lower window 
that was open and placed some books there. 
Howard here asked what he was going to get. 
I asked what he wanted, and he said a pardon 
for the 'blowing over' of old George Baker. 1 
told him he would get more than that. He 
■aid, 'That's all I want.' He went to the win- 
dow and looked out and took aim out of t • 
window. I came up to the window anil saw 
Goebel just in front of the Capitol ground i 
shaking hands. 'Here he comes,' I said to 
Howard. 'Is that him." asked Howard, 'I know 
him.' I turned and left the room just as h i 
laid out a big pistol on the window ledge. 1 
went down the basement steps, and as 1 got 
half way down I heard the rifle crack. I fo- 
came panic-stricken and ran through the base- 
ment. A* I ran my pistol became loosened 
from a suspender buckle and fell in my trou - 
era leg. 

"Governor Taylor," said Youtaey, "directed 
everything we did. We regarded him as our 
leader, and he was morally responsible for all 
we did. We knew we had the Governor an I 
the pardoning power behind us, and we were 
not afraid of punishment for killing Goebel."
